THE FIRE IN THE BARBOUR. 
THREE LIVES LOST. 

The burning of the cargo boat which 
was nolosding kerosine oll from the Ger- 
map sailing ship Columbus yesterday wes 
dittonded with more eotious results than were 
at Grst believed. According to information 
which has now becn received, throo persons 
wero burned on board the junk, Inspector 
Hanson had great difficulty in obteining 
information, owing to the cargo junk, No. 
114, upon which the mastor and crew of 
tho burning junk clambored, having dissp- 


|peared. Abvut fiva o'clock this*morning 


information was sont to the Water Polios 
Station’ that cargo junk No, 114 was at 
Aungham. A pinuance was,dospatohed to 
Hungham and the muster snd craw of the 
burned junk -wers brought round to the 
Station. The master was interrogated as 
to the outbreak, Ho said the tally- 
man {was lying in the cabin smoking 
opium, and the master's daughtor, aged 
soven years, and his son, four yenra old, 
wero in thacablo with him, Tho master 
suid he was working in the cargo space 
atacking the kerosine, and he saw smoke 
insuing from the cabin, He left the cargo 


space to seo whatit was, when ap explosion 
occurred, and-the uftor deck was blowa up. 
Thick volumes of smoke and flumes pro- 
vented him from giving the alarm to the 
occupants of the cabin, and aecing that by 
remainiog on board he was endangericg his 
own life ho jumpod overboard. His wifo 
with hor infant daughter also lept into the 
water, and all tho othor fokis got away. 
Thoro wero ten persons altogether on the 


junk, and all wore saved, with the exception 
of the throo in the cabin. The mastor 
wis badly burned about the face and 
ove of bis foet. A foki got his nose 
somewhat burned, aud another had his 
skin slightly acorched, Tho master stated 
there wore no fires on board and no joss- 
pidgia ; thero wos only, this man amoking 
in the cabin. Thore were a great many of 
tho cases of oi] leaking, and the bottom of 
the junk was swishing with oil, When 


Inspector Hangon saw cargo junk No. 114 
sailing away, with the roscuod crew of tho 
burned jan, ho thought everyone had been 
saved a3 no montion was made by them of 
persons being in the burning junk. On 
afixing tho tow line the Inspector heard 
the piga squealing, Tho towing was attend- 
od with great danger, as the radder of the 
junk being free made her swing 
rousd overal times. Once or twice 
the. Police’ launch was in danger of 
catching fire and on one occasion was only 
gaved by Inepootor Hanson cutting 
tha tow-line. The junk atter being rag 
on the rocks was secared by a chain and 
arops toa hugo boulder. Tho oil burned 
fiercely all day aud was only extinguished 
this morning, Tbe ingrained habit in tho 
Ubinaman of thieving could not be subdued 
even under most daugerots conditious,.aud 
during tho afterooon & Obinaman cut the 
rope attached to tho chain which held the 
junk, and draggedit away. Ho was arrested 
in tho ovoning by a Huropean constable 
at Uunghom, At the Magistracy to-day 
Coramander Hastings sent bim to prison for 
twenty-one days with hard labour, Last night 
Tuspector Hanson and a European constable 
went round to tho burning junk, The tido 
had left her high and dry on ths rocks, and 
the korosine oil was burning fiercely. The 
constable procured an axe and madea couple 
of holes in the bottom of the wreck, tbrouzh 
which the oil poured, ‘The oil, burned all 
night, and befere high tide this morning 
was still burning. The tide washed round 
the junk and partly. extinguished tho firo, 
which burned itsclf out jater in the morn- 
ing. The mastor of tho junk estimates his 


loss at $2000.

THE LATE MR. GEORGE FENWICK. 
Tho following oxtracts are from Canadian 
papers :—~ 

‘ Amonget the atrivals at the Windsor on 
Monday night was Mr Goorga Fenwick, 
for acme years Manager of the George Fen- 
wick Company, marinv ongineers, of Hong- 
kong, China, Yosterday moroing, at seven 
o'clook, the gentleman from the Orient was 
dead, All the way over from Vancouver 
it wes noticed by those who. conversed 
with Mr, Fonwick that he was suffering 
from some sorious heart trouble, ond at 
timos bis weakness was 80 marked that ho 
would have to stopin tho midst of a sea- 
tence for several minutes, Yesterdos 
morning about six o’olock it waa reported 
to Mr Weldon that Mr Feowick bad taken 
suddenly il], and, whon tho manager of the 
Windsor burried to the sick man’s room, 
he was found lying down and ovidoutly 
suffermmg vory much. Dr Noil Gunn, of 
Union avenue, was at once summoned, but 
the stranger was boyond all human aid, 
and wbout seven o’clock he expired, 

*Qoroner MeMahon waa notified, but 
when he had taken cognizance of tho case, 
it was decided that an inquest was un- 
necessary. A’Gazette reporter learned lest 
evouing that Mc Fenwick was 46 years of, 
age and a native of Brochin, Scotland, 
where s sister of deccased now lives, She 
was notified yoatorday by cable of hor 
brother's audden taking off. : 

“Mr W. G, Winterburn, who replaced 
Mr Fenwick in the Hongkong frm, bad 
written a lettar to his friend, Mr W. R. 
Salter, of Outremont, introducing the de- 
ceased, Io a previous letter he said :— 
*Qne atrong reason I have io writing 
you ia that our Me Fouwick is going home, 
und if be passes through Montrea!, I should 
liko him to call upon you. Hoe is retiring 
and may never see China again, unless he 
takes a run ont to look after his inveat- 
monta, which are very considerable. . . . 

‘Should he call it will be some time 
after this letter reaches you, for, although 
he is booked by the next Bmpress (China), 
he inteads todo some fishing: and shoot- 
ing in the Rockies, His wife, I believe, 
is coming out from Scotland to meet him 
in New York, and then they may journey 
back to Niagaza, but all these details aro as 
yet uosettled,” 

‘The above latter reached Mr Salter, at 
Qutremont, Apri! 15, and the first intjma- 
tion be had of Mr Fenwick’s arrival in 
town was the sad news of bis death as 
above described. 

'Itis not yet known whether Mra Fen- 
wiek has lauded in New York, consequent- 
ly o decision regarding the disposal of the 
body has not yet been reached. 2 
_ +A Hongkong paper of Murch 10th, con- 
tains a lengthy account of the annual mest- 
ing of Mx Feawiok's Company, at which he 
announced bis intention of leaving ‘for 
Europe. Mr Milburn, who accompanied 
Mr Fouwick from Vancouver, was a native 
‘of the same plane as deceased, and they be= 
came yory feiondly ‘during their trip across 
the Continent, Tho first intimation that 
Mr Fenwick was seriously ilt-in the. hotel, 
was whon he knocked at Mr Milburn’s door 
during the night, and aaked for-assistance. 
Me Milburn is nsturally mach affected by

ANTI-MISSIONARY OUTRAGE NEAR 
"WENCHOW. . 


Shanghai, June 10. 

News yeaterday resched Shanghai of a 
serious anti-mlesionary ontrege which was 
perpetrated on Monday, the let of June, at 
a place called Sungyiang about 400 Zi up the 
Wanchow river, the eufferere being the Rev. 
Mr Klein and the Rev. Mr Manz, of the Ger- 
men China Alliance Mission, Tho facta ex- 
hibit the too familiar featuees of zicts in 
Chine—an aati-foreign ‘spirit encouréged by 
the disseminstion of slanderous tales, tho au- 
sembly of 8 rlotous mob determined to drive 
out the foreigners, and oficial indifference, 
and sven insolence, when the aid of the 
yamén is sought. The German China Alli- 
ance Mission, two of whose representatives 
have beon the sofferers by the present out- 
broak, for about five years had a successful 
miasion at the piefectural city of Chuobao. 
Recently it was decided to open a station at 
Sungyieng, for which purpose Mr Klein and 


Mr Manz vieited the placa, They sncooss- 
fully surmounted the asnal opposition in the 
way of obtaining & aita, and anticipated no 
serious danger. On Mondor, the 1st inst., 
howevyor, after dinner the house was attack~ 
ed by a large mob and partially demolished, 
the missionaries, and moro especially Mr 
Rlein, being savagely beaten. Bleediag 
and seriously burt, they managed to cecapa 
to the nearest yamén. Here they remained 
ashorttime, and then started off by boat 
to. Chucbao, with an offeial escort. At 
Chuchao they immediately sought the pre- 
fect, and received from him the most off. 
hand treatment, He protended to discredit 
the whole etory, although the serious nature 
of Mr Kleiu’s injuries was celf-ovident, Me 
Elvin wus left behind for treatment at bis 
roission’s station, and though his wounds 
are serious it is hoped ho will recover. Mr 
Manz then started off for Wa.ohow, arriving 
there on ‘Thareday, He reported the oase 
to the Tnotai, who sent a weiyuan to en- 
deavour to settle the. matter, but Mr Manz 
could not got satisfaction, aud xo left in the 
Poochi (Coptain Froberg) for Shanghai. 
The immediate ornse of the riot ia not very 
Apparent, but from a remark of the looal 
official's it seome a talo alleging the poisoa- 
ing of a sick child by foreigners hod been 
spread arouud, Aso mattor of fact no 
medical help of any sort had beon given by | 
migsionaries. The matter will no doubt bo 
vigorously taken up by tho German Consul. 
Gonoral here.—N.-C, Daily News.

THE PEKING-HANKOW RAILWAY, 
NO FOREIGNERS 1O HOLD SHAKES. 


Sb vhai, June 8, 

Their Excellencica 1%. Wéo-shao, 
Viceroy of the Puiyang. . Chang Chih- 
vung, Viceroy of the AMuxuang province 
ave received the follosing Imperial in- 
structions from his Majesty the Emperor 
Kuang Heii:—'Tho Princes and high 
officials belonging to tho Ministry of War 
memorialised Jaat December recommending 
the giving of the building of the  eking- 
Honkow Railway to a Cantoncea apndicate 
hoaded by the expectant Taotai, Het: 
Ying-ch'iang (this was wired to us from 
veking and published in these columus at 
the time). Wo therefore ordered the said, 
‘Taotai to ratarn at onco to Canton and 
collect the required preliminary suin of Tis. 
10,000,600 as-a guarantee of bona fides. 
According to a momorial from the ssid 
Ministry of War we now learn that the 
said Taotai has since telegraphed from Oan- 
ton to the offect that he had auccoaded 
in rising seven million tools already, and 
that he would bring up this sum to Pexing 
in porson by the middle of June next, ate. 
In the meanwhile two other Cantonese 
syndicates, namely, one headed by a cortain 
notable named Vang Pei-shih, and one 
headed by the expectant profect Liu Ho 
and a cortain Lii Oh‘ing-lin, have also suc- 
cessively petitioned to the Ministry of War, 
decloring that they had each raised the sum 
of'ton million tacls aud now prayed for tha 
privilege of tendering for the building of 
the said railway, and also praying that wo 
ahould bppoint a high otticjal to preside 
over 6: of theas syndicates, etc, 
the building of the Pekiog-Bunkow Rail- 
way (called in official documents the * Lu- 
Han Railway,’ or Lukow Bridge-Hankow 
Railway is one of supromo importanco to 
the welfare of tho Empire. If money ba 
collected and handed over to the offici:.|s to 
conatruct the road the ahancos for succses 
would be-nil, It, therefore, only remains 
for the commercial classes to build the line 
under the general eupsrvision of the Go- 
vernment in order to facilitate the comple- 
tion of this important enterprise. The line 
in question pases through the jurisdic- 
tion of the Viceroys Wang o-siao 
and Chang Onih-tuog, sud they are thero- 
foro hereby commanded to make it their 
duty to see the enterprise brought. to 
asucceasful completion and to ‘co-operate 
with tho seid Taotai Heit Ying-ch‘iang and 
the others sbove named in this matter. 
This would be beat done by dividing the 
construction into three portions, each 
syndicate to take over the building ‘of one 
portion, Tho said Vicaroys are to aee that 
no obstacles be placed in the way. of these 
syndicates and are further ordered to.take 
evory care in generally supervising the 
status of the said syndicates: and seo that 
no foreigners hold abarce in these com- 
panies,’ With reference to the above im- 
portant decree we learn that copies of the 
Edict have also been distributed to the 
various Vicoroys and Governors of the Eu- 
pire in order that the whole. country may 
know that the Emperor is determined to 
build railways in his Empire. Tho Hail 
Taotai named above is a youoger brother of 
Asi Yiog-k'uei, Director-General -£ tho 
Imperial Granaries at North Pungol and 
Poking.—W.-C. Daily News.

THE COMPETITION FOR JAPAN'S 
TRADE. 


We publish to-day the report transmitted. 
to Washington by Mr J, F. Conniliy, the 
United States Cunau! at Kobe, upon the 
present tradu relations of the United States 
nod Japan, and their immediate prospects. 
‘The May number of the. Amerigan Oop- 
suler Reports also contains one by His 
Excellency, Mr E. Dun, tho United States 
Minister at Tokyo; and a short . article 
upon the industrial and commercial pro- 
grass of Japan by Mr A. Q, Jonva, who is 
now Consul at Ohiakiang in China, Mr 
Connelly'’a report, however, is the most 
practical, compréehousive aud informing, 
and merchants will doubtleas be interested 
im reading what the Consul has to say. 
Pablished as it is just before the elections, 
it gots into tho bands of the public at an 
oppertune moment. In reading Mr Con- 
nelly’s report, attention will doubtless 
fasten upon the vory markod difference 
between the value of the goods exported to 
tha United States and tho smouat imported 
from tho States into Japan. Tha im- 
ports show o decrease in yen of nearly a 
million and thres-quarters in 1895, as 
compared with those of 1894, while the 
oxpurta show the’ remarkable increase 
of nearly. twenty-five millions. No lone 
than 40 per cent. of the merchandiso aold 
in Japan for export, goss to tho United 
Statés, while only about 7 percont. of the 
total importa into Japan are received from 
that conatry, and these are’ made up 
principally of keroseno, Looking, how- 
ever, to the proximity uf the elections, the 
atutement that ‘as tho pevple of Japan 
become more proficient in tho mechinical 
atts, their trade. with tho American pcop!e 
must incroase’ is sumemhat problematical, 
fur if the Republican party ara successful 
in ranning Me McKinley for the Pro- 
etdency, it is probable that the nearness of 
tho American market tv Japan would bo 
sumewhst discounted by high protective 
tariff, In ‘plincing down 8 ltt of the 
principal, articlas uf expurt, we notico tha 
rapidly riding value of colton goods, glara. 
ware, furniture, undorshirts and drawers, 
and umbrellas (European pattern); but 
the list does not show what quantity 
of these articles goss to tho United States 
Mr Oovnelly expresses the opinion that 
the Japaneso ore willing, simply from 
a consideration of the moarness of tho 
market, to transfer tho larger portion 
of the trade now controlled by Gres 
tho 
United States, if thoy will eupply or cator 
for it to the extent of meoting competi 
tion os to prices and the kind of mer- 
chandise required. Wo are inclined to 
doubt, however, whether the United 
States will ever bo able to éffect a vory 
great improvement in thie direction. Ae 
Mr Don points out, the American manu- 
facturer, being late on the field, has to 
overcome the disposition of the Japanese to 
continae the use of that which hoa already 
proved satisfactory and with which thoy 
aro familior. By the time this conserva 
tism is overcome, the homo industries will 
probatly be wall doveloped, which will 
blight the hopes not only of the Amorican 
manufacturer, but the European 8 well. 
The methods of English commercial men 
contrasted with thone of other European 
nationa usually come in for good share of 
criticism, even by English Consula; but 
the American Minister's opinion is com 
plimentary, ‘One of thogrontest odvant- 
ages which the English and Europeans 
manofacturera have over the American,’ 
Me Dao says, ‘is tho thoroughness 
of their methods of business, Tho 
former carefully etudy the wants and 
gabits of the peoplo in Japan and acnd 
out goods to meet those wavts and habits, 
whoreas our poople seom disposed to acaept 
the conditions that exist and to supply 
what those conditions call for,’ This te 
just the sort of iciem usually made of 
British enterprise in all parta of the world, 
Mr Dun specially <coraments upon the con- 
servatiom of the Japanese naval authoritios 
in these t ttors. ‘While,’ be says, ‘ the 
Governmer , and the people of Japan have, 
perhaps, a highor regard for the ‘ United 
States than for any other country, & great 
many of the most scientific: and capable 
men of tho Japaneso’ Navy have recoived 
their education and training in Bogland; 
avd very na‘urally pre imbued with an 
exnlted idea of the exocilence of the British 
navy and of British ships. Tha Oonatrac- 
tion Buresu in the Naval Department is 
composed almost entirely of man af thia 
clsss, and whila they épeak in the hight 
terme of thu werk done in recont yeara by 
American shipbuilders, it is not difficult 
to perceive that -thay placo mora faith 
in the British shipbuitdors than in those 
of other nations.’

Thoro ara mauy-othor matters in 
these reports which ‘we ahould liko to refor 
to, particularly as to the industrial menace 
of a reformed China to the naw Japan—a 
danger which has beon suggested ou, two or 
three occasions in these coluumns—but son- 
sidoration of space compel us to reserve 
any further remarks for another occasion.

: out there are regions ju the Central Sondan, 
withid the great bend of the Niger and on 
the Uppor Nile about whioh all parties are 
not yet agreed. There mre aleo‘one or two 
details ta settle dn Somaliland as botweon 
England, France, and Italy, and tha laste 
named power is now endeavouring, to mako 
good her alaim to the auzersinty of Abys- 
sinia, On tho west of British Contral Africa, 
aleo, theyo is still a considerablo area of the 
Barotao country whioh is in dispate between 
Portugal and the British Sonth African 
Company. Bat thia is only the gathering 
up of the fragmente, Each Power knows 
fairly woll how much, approximately, of 
Africa bas fallen to its ahare. 


Under theae cireamatances, the Tires, 
semper paratts, ina yery long and carefal 
artiole, endeayoure to estimate roughly what 
ia the commercial valuo of the ahare of the 
spoil'which has fallen to each Powar that 
bas taken part in the struggle of the leat 
twelve -years, Taking ~Centrat Afrioa— 
meaning thereby roughly the region between 
18 degrees N and 18 degrees 8, or about 
2,600 miles in breadth, it appeara that the 
trade of the British portion of this region 
amounts now to about 9} millions sterling, 
almost eqnally divided botwean inaports and 
exports—-a amall trade for an area of about 
two millions of equare milos, French Con~ 
tral Afrioa has about half this area, and the 
trade amounts to about 24 millioas sterking, 
‘a striking diferedce in the 
trade of the two nationalities, thut while 
tho bulk of the trade of British Africa is 
with the mother country, about one-half of 
the trade of French tropical Africa is with 
foreign countries, Indeed, the importe 
from France amount, to leu then those 
from ‘other quarters,’ German Central 


“| Africa with an area of 650,000 equaro mite, 


has a trade of about 14 million sterling, 
whioh, by comparison, tho writer regards as 
satisfactory. Portuguese territories io the 
region havea trade valued at 24 millions, 
Tho total foreign trade of the whold of Cen- 
tral Africa is about 17} millions for an area 
of sevon million square miles, ‘This is only 
about twice as much as the trade of Coylon, 
the ares of which is lesa than 1-250th part 
of Central Afrios. The area of India isa 
little wore than one-fifth of the region wo 
-are dealing with, but its total trade 1s about 
140 millions storling, The-region most 
nonrly corresponding with regard to olimato 
and ‘physioal conditions is Brazil, which, 
when discovered about G00 years ago, 
wae about os completely in a atate of 
nature as was Control Afrioa whon first 
touched by tho Portuguese about tho 
same date, Tho total aren of Brazil is 
Jess than one-half that of Central Africa, and 
yet its commerce is ostimated ut about 60 
fnilliona sterling annually. But, the writer. 
observes, it Would be misleading to'estimate 
the valus of Africa by the statistics of its 
present trade, Maoh of it, no doubt, is at- 
most hopolcss desert, but there are huadreds 
of thousands of square miles quite as capable 
of being tarned to good acoount as the heat 
land in Brazil, or Java, or Borneo, The 
firat condition requisite to tura its capabili- 
tien to profitable account is ¢henp and rapid 
communication.
